National Championship Enduro 
Series point standings lead, 141-132 
over Team Suzuki's Ted Worrell. 
Burleson topped the Oct. 1 Black 
Coal Enduro in Evansville, IN, with 
a 25-point score. Husky’s Bob 
Popiel reportedly won the AA class 
with 32 points; Worrell took 
second in the AA class. 


In the final AMA Regional Half Mile 
of the year at Oklahoma City, OK, 
Keith Ulicki took the win over Phil 
Darcy and Phil McDonald, all Harley- 
Davidson mounted. Donnie Jones 
topped the Junior segment of the Oct. 
1 event, and Ronnie Jones came out on 
top of the Novice heap. 


California Racing Club's Cal City 
GP has city council approval and is 
slated to run on Nov. 5; look for an 
entry blank in next week's Cycle 
News. 


In the continuing race to be "The 
Fastest," American Turbo-Pak rider 
Scott Hansen took his modified 
Kawasaki Z1-R TC to a new World 
Record at Bonneville in the APS-AB 
1300 class. Hansen was clocked at 
198.467 in his fastest one-way run; his 
record-breaking average was 197.573 
mph which easily shattered the old 
record of 178.359 mph. It's interesting 
to note that the ATP Z1-R TC did the 
trick on gasoline, and that they were 
running in a fuel class! 


Don Vesco and his double-engined 
Kawasaki streamliner are at it 
again! This time, Vesco ran off 
with fast time of the meet at the 
1978 Bonneville Speed Week 
festivities, turning in a timed mile 
speed of 333.117. It was a higher 
speed than any other vehicle—two- 
wheeled or four—at the flats. 


Stuntwoman Marcia Holley piloted 
Vesco's "Lightning Bolt" streamliner, 
with one KZ1000 motor disconnected, 
to a new record in the single-engine 
streamliner class. Marcia dialed in two 
runs at 228.397 and 230.326mph for a 
229.61 average. In doing so, she 
became the first woman to break into 
Bonneville's elite 200mph Club. 
Holley: easily broke Jack "Wilson's 
record, set in 1977 with a Triumph, of 
183.957mph. 


Barry Sheene put his Suzuki out in 
front of an international field to 
win the Oct. 1 Mallory Park Race of 
the Year over teammate Wil 
Hartog. Kenny Roberts, reportedly 
experiencing steering problems, 


- took third on his works Yamaha.

Hannah-Tripes-Bell-Ellis 
Quaker State Oil Posts $3,000 
Winner-Take-All Showdown Race 


Spectators at the COCA-COLA 
Bottlers Motocross Finals at 
Anaheim Stadium on Saturday, 
November llth, are in for a 
special treat. Quaker State Oil 
has announced they are spon- 
soring a special six-lap race between 
only the overall winners of 1978 
Supercross Series events.

While credit for the idea of this 
crowd-pleasing event should be given 
to, Michael. Goodwin, president of 
Stadium Motorsports and founder of 
stadium motocross. racing, a 
spokesman at Quaker State Oil 
remarked, “When Goodwin 
approached us with the showdown 
concept we immediately realized the 
interest and benefit to race fans such 
am event would create and things 
moved very quickly after that." The 
"things" referred to by the spokesman 
were numerous and varied, ranging 
from calls to the riders themselves, 
their team managers and factory 
representatives, to the incredibly 
involved logistics of setting up the 
track so soon after the Finals and 
coordinating the split-second timing 
necessary to stage another race in an 
event that already demands D-Day 
scheduling that must be expertly 
placed to allow the professional 
presentation demanded by Goodwin's 
organization. 

THE RACE AND THE PURSE 
also required considerable thought, i.e. 
how long and how much. “I’ve always 
heard both sides of the story,” says 
Goodwin, “from the riders, and from 
the fans” (Ed note: It might be noted 
here that after every race presented by 
SMS the Superbowl, etc., Goodwin, 
his staff and a profressional marketing 


firm make hundreds of calls to - 


atteridees and ask their opinions and 
suggestions. They also pour hours into 
VTR instant хера to analyze the 
riders, track and fan reaction.) "The 
Stadium courses are by necessity very 
tight and with so many racers on the 
track at any given time, even the best 

riders can get tied up in traffic and 
complain that they could do better in 
a smaller field." Goodwin smiled as he 
added, "I'm sure they're right, but I 
have two other considerations that are 
of equal importance, the fans and 
upcoming races. We know from our 
experience and research that the 
majority of fans like the spine-tingling 
excitement of a crowded field and 
there’s also no other way for 
newcomers to gain a reputation or for 
the struggling privateers to earn a seat 
on the factory team.” 

Never known as a man to miss an 
operator i to expand the already 

adiator-like aura of his events, 
Goodwin continued with a grin, “This 
way we hope to satisfy everyone! First 
we'll have 80 of the world’s best racers, 
eliminating to a 25-rider field and 
then follow it up with the most 
incredible macho  head-to-head 
showdown race in stadium motocross 
history. Just think of it, this year's 
champions, the top four, and maybe 
five, if someone else wins the Finals, in 
a» spectacular 6-lap dash, (Ed note: 
That's only about six minutes) for a 


$500 per lap, $3,000 purse and it's 
winner-take-all! This reporter thinks 
he may be right. 

THE RACERS IN THE “SHOT- 
GUN SHOWDOWN?” will be selected 
in the only manner that could not i 
bly arouse any complaints of favoritism. 
Very simply, in order to compete in 
the showdown, the qualifying rider 
must have won one of this year’s 
Supercross Series events, or as a plus in 
Hannah’s case, taken the overall 
championship of the Series through 
point winnings. 

Only four riders have met ‘those

Stay 
legal, and ride on BLM designated 
existing roads and trails. Upon

As the Phantom Duck of the Desert 
I have composed and mailed 
thousands of letters to federal, state, 
and local government officials and 
received no straight answers to my 
questions. After attending meetings, 
giving speeches, and writing input 
statements to future BLM plans, all to 
no avail, I feel actzon is the only tactic 
our government officials will

We don't ask for special treatment 
or consideration from the BLM, just 
fair and equal management that offers 
everyone an opportunity to use the 
public lands.

GARDENA, CA, SEPT. 30 


The history books will show that Jay Springsteen 
won the 1978 AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship Camel Pro Series by five points, 296-291, 
but it was actually by 20 feet as Springer took 


the final event of the series, the 
Ascot half mile, by mere bike- 
lengths over title contender Steve 
Eklund. 

It was a rousing show attended by a 
standing-room only crowd of 10,233 
that ended a fine season. Both 
Springer and Eklund won their heat 
races to advance to the National. 
Springsteen ran third in the early laps 
of the 20-lap event, took over the lead 
just past the midway point and 
brought it home for his third-straight 
title win. 

The leader for the first half of the 
event was Texan Terry Poovey, who 
ended up third. on the Bel-Ray/Fox 
Dist./Ted Poovey Harley-Davidson. 

Locking up a third place in the 
point standings with 209 points was 
Hank Scott, who rode the race with 


the flu and finished sixth. Springsteen's 
teammate on the factory Harley team, 
Ted Boody was fourth in the standings 
with 187. 

For Springsteen's tuner Bill Werner, 
it was his fourth straight year of tuning 
National Championship bikes. Asked 
his secret, he replied, "I've got a 
helluva rider." 

After the race, Springsteen was up 
to his elbows in autographs in the pits. 
Did he know where Eklund was during 
the race? "I turned around to see him 
when he was behind Poovey and I 
knew he was coming!" 

Time trials 

Тһе 21-ѕесопа bracket never had 
been hit in Ascot's 20-year history, but 
Garth Brow did it. His 21.99-second 
tour around Ascot's short half mile 
earned him fast qualifying honors as 


well as the track record. Hank Scott 
(Patrick Racing H-D) qualified 
second-fastest at 22.17, followed by 
Springsteen (22.20), Gary Scott 
(22.33), Poovey (22.38), Triumph- 
mounted John Hateley (22.44) and 
Ted Boody (22.44). Alex Jorgensen, 
with two National wins at Ascot in '78, 
was 10th fastest on the Ron Woods 
Norton with a 22.49. Eklund qualified 
12th. 


Heat races 

Steve Morehead (KK Supply/K&K 
Insurance H-D) and rookie Lance 
Jones led the first heat into turn one. 
At the completion of the lap, Poovey 
had squeezed his way into second 
behind Morehead. Brow was running 
fourth. Through turn two on lap two, 
he made his move, going first high and 
then low to pass two riders. But at the 
turn's exit, he lost traction, slid down 
and was out of the race. 

Poovey passed Morehead on the 
following lap. Rick Hocking moved up 
and took over Jones’ spot on lap four. 

On the fifth lap, Jones crashed 
between turns three and four. The 
bike did not slide out but rather 
seemed to fall right on top of Lance. 
Though Jones did not move off the 
track, the race continued. Gene 
Romero waved frantically for the red

flag as he passed the start/finish line, 
and a lap later, as Gene pulled off the 
track to demand the race be stopped, 
the red flag was out. Jones was taken to 
the hospital, but it was determined 
that he'd only suffered some bruises. 
The race was called complete with 
eight laps run, and Poovey, Morehead 
and Hocking had earned tickets to the 
National. 

The second heat was a barn burner 
in the opening laps. Scott Pearson (H- 
D West/Circle Bell Ent. H-D), John 
Hateley, Alex Jorgensen went for the 
lead off the start. Jorgy got it, with 
Hateley and Hank Scott following. 
Scott moved past Hateley and 
pressured the Norton rider for the 
lead. Finally, with a pass as they exited 
turn two, Scott had it. After the elbow 
to elbow action, Scott worked up 
about a 50-yard lead on Jorgensen, 
who had the same distance on Hateley. 
Rookie Ricky Стаһап (К.С. 
Racing/ND/M&M Apparel H-D) 
closed on Hateley, and with four laps 
remaining in the heat, passed him to 
make the main event. It was the fastest 
heat of the night. 

Rookie Eddie Lawson (Shell Racing 
Specialties Yam) and Harley teamster 
Ted Boody read the starter best in the 
third heat. Springsteen, though,

passed both in turns three and four to 
begin his runaway. 

Lawson held third until he got 
involved in a fight with Joe Wilson and 
Corky Keener. First Wilson got past 
Lawson, then Keener made a move 
around both of them on the sixth lap. 
On the next lap, Terry Dorsch, Lowell 
Moural, and Darrell Hendrickson 
crashed into the haybales between the 
first and second turns, bringing out 
the red flag. No one was taken to the 
hospital. The race was called complete 
and the entire Harley-Davidson 
factory team was into the National in 
one fell swoop. 


The third heat saw Gary Scott and 
Randy Goss getting off the line well, 
with Eklund the last man in the front 
row to start moving. Mike Kidd ended 
up with the lead at the end of one with 
Tom Berry, Skip Aksland and Eklund 
after him. Kidd made a msitake on the 
following lap and was chasing Berry, 
Aksland, Goss and Eklund. Berry 
crashed on the next time around 
through turns three and four when it 
appeared that he bumped Aksland. 
Goss, meanwhile, took the lead during 
the fracas with Aksland and Eklund 
behind him. 


Goss held his lead for another lap 
and then things, got busy. First 





Aksland passed Goss, and then Eklund 
did it to Randy on the back straight. 
Eklund then got around Aksland in 
the third turn and led past the finish 
line. Aksland made one more move in 
turn two but Eklund repassed and took 
it to the flag. 

Aksland was secure in second, it 
appeared, but Gary Scott (KK Supply 
H-D) started putting the moves on 
Goss for third, and their battle 
advanced until it engulfed Aksland, 
Scott passed Goss and then slipped by 
Aksland on turn three of the final lap. 
Eklund had already moved out into a 
comfortable lead. 

Junior Invitational 

The Concord Yamaha Junior 
Invitational race turned out to be 
quite an upset. After time trials, it 
looked like it was going to be another 
battle between Oregon’s John 
Wincewicz and California’s Wayne 
Rainey, who qualified 1-2. But Steve 
Monger, from Tulare, CA, pulled the 
pack with Wincewicz and Rainey 
behind him. Monger held up under 
pressure from Wincewicz for two laps 
before letting him by. Rainey and 
Charlie Summers traded the third spot 
between them during the early laps. 

On the fourth lap, Wincewicz slid

At the halfway point in the race, 
Springsteen was solidly glued on 
Poovey’s rear fender in the battle for 
the lead with a similar fight going on 
between Gary Scott and Eklund for 
third. On the 11th lap, Springer got 
the lead, moving past Poovey as they 
left the second turn. On the next tour 
of the track, Eklund disposed of both 
Scott and. Poovey and set out after 
Springer. Meanwhile, Randy Goss had 
worked his way up from a second row 
start to pass Hank Scott for fifth. 

Eklund was closing on Springsteen. 
The race got very tight on the 15th lap 
when Springer bobbled in turn four 
and Eklund closed menacingly. The 
final four laps were strictly a two-rider 
show as Springsteen rode the factory 
Harley to the limits. The white flag 
came’ out too soon for Eklund, and 
though he closed to within 20 feet at 
the checkered flag, it just wasn’t good 
enough. Springer had his third 
straight Grand National Champion- 
ship, and he was the first rider to win 
three in a row since Carroll Resweber 
did it in 1959-61. 

Springsteen glided into the winner's 
circle with both hands in the air, 
naturally ecstatic. Eklund was 
naturally disappointed, but said, “I'll 
be in there next year.” 

Poovey completed the winner’s 
circle trio, and behind him came Gary 
Scott, Goss, Hank Scott, Pearson, 
Jorgensen, Hocking, | Graham, 
Aksland, Morehead, Boody and 
Keener. Most everybody was so 
engrossed in the Springsteen/Eklund 
battle that they failed to notice Keener 
slide down in turn one on the last lap, 
while running about 10th. 

The only changes in the top 10 of 
the Camel Pro Series point standings 
were that Gary Scott reclaimed sixth 
spot from Morehead, and that 
Aksland. broke out of a ninth-place.tie 
with. Mike Kidd. 

This was the final race in the three- 
year-old Camel Pro Series. R.J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co. will continue to 
sponsor. AMA Grand National 
Championship racing, but '79 will see 
Winston as the sponsor. e.

Steve Wise wanted to go for his 
second overall win in tWo weeks, but 
the fate which befell others befell him 
as well.

Moates was suffering carburetion 
problems with his Honda and dropped 
back again as Reid went flying past for 
the lead. 

“After I got by Moates I put my 
throttle to the max for three laps. 
Then I. saw Steve slow up with is 
broken wheel, so I went just fast 
enough to stay ahead of Broc," said 
Warren. 

Mechanic Merle Anderson kept 
Reid in tune on how far behind Glover 
was as he dialed his CR250 Honda the 
remaining distance to the overall win.

The first time I met Rick Burgett, I also met Bob 
Hannah. Then Yamaha factory tuner Bill Buchka 
introduced me to the twosome at the opening race 
of the Florida Winter-AMA Series in 1976. It was 
the first race of the season and Yamaha was to 
debut its all-new rookie team in the Series’ 500cc 
class. 7 


My first accounts of the two were nothing short of 
highly favorable. Really neat kids, good natured 
and courteous, slightly wild and crazy as any teen- 
agers in their situation would be. 

Their first race together for Yamaha was at Or- 
lando Sports Stadium where they bounced and 
careened off each other in both 30-minute motos as 
they ran away from the rest of the class. Both were 
wild in their styles and they looked like the were 
trying to kill one another as they jammed their way 
inside each other's front wheel at every turn. 

Hannah's style would become his trademark. 
Flapping off the handlebars like a wet rag...feet 
never on the pegs...Bob somehow managed to stay 
on top of the explosive and bouncing OW400 works 
Yamaha to win nearly every moto in Florida that 
winter, as well as on other bikes in the many other 
races and championships which would follow. 


Burgett, on the other hand, would go as fast as his 
teammate at times, but the results would always be 
crashes, When he did stay up on two wheels it 
seemed Rick was lacking the incentive to go fast 
and would generally finish well down in the pack of 
factory riders. It wasn’t long before Rick’s losing 
would be moré than overshadowed by Bob’s win- 
ning. No one paid much attention to the muscular, 
blond-haired kid from Sandy, Oregon, nicknamed 
Lumberjack. Talking to Rick, one got the im- 
pression that motocross racing was just a job and 
there were more important things in his life. 

Today, some two and a half years after his debut 
with Team Yamaha, Rick Burgett is more than 
honest in regards to his past riding performances. 

“I tried to race in the past. I tried really hard. 
But I also wasn't going for it as hard as I should. 

""The first year I rode for Yamaha I had a one 
year contract. Though I didn't do the winning the 
factories like to see, Yamaha figured I had a lot of 
potential and needed to develop it. At the begin- 
ning of 1977 they signed me to a two year contract. 
"This is the second year of that contract." 

The revamping of the. AMA/Mr. PiBB National 
MX Championships for the 1978 season saw 
Yamaha's Ken Clark put Rick in the 500cc class 
along with Mike Bell. More than likely it was Bell 
who Yamaha expected to turn in the best perfor- 


mance on the team, but when Mike injured his knee 
in the second race of the 500cc Championship at 
Sears Point the entire responsibility for doing well 
fell on Rick's shoulders. 

Adding to the weight he had to carry was the fact 
that his other Yamaha teammates were doing so 
well. Bob Hannah had run away with the 250cc 
Nationals and the Supercross Series, while Broc 
Glover was doing the same in the 125cc Nationals. 
If Yamaha was to make a clean sweep of the op- 
position in 1978, Rick had to win the 500cc 
Nationals as well. 


"It was getting close to contract time. I only had 

six months to prove myself or I'd probably have to 
go back to cutting down trees for a living. 
. "When I really decided to go for it, though, well 
that happened right after the first race in Texas. I 
came in from the first moto and almost passed out. 
I felt I had the ability to win, but not the enduran- 
ce. 

“I decided right there to move to Florida in order 
to get used to the heat or get in shape. But then I 
ruled out moving to Florida because I didn’t want 
to lose all my friends at home in Sandy. 

“I started working out at home by myself. It was 
a real drag. I approached this friend, Mike Vogele, 
about being a workout partner with me and now he 
travels with me all the time to help me train.” 

There were other factors which convinced Rick 
he could finally do well. 

“Besides finally getting serious about racing, also 
helping me was the new class split which kept riders 
in just one class. The competition isn't as hard as it 
could be if guys like Hannah and Ellis were in the 
Open class. There's less competition this year, com- 
bined together with more races. It let me m 
higher up in the standings and made me feel I 
could do well." 

What competition there was for Rick certainly 
wasn't as intense as it should have been. Team 
Suzuki was having more problems this 
season...mechanical, mental and physical...than 
they knew how to cope with. And Team Honda 
should have been running away with the 500cc 
National Championship rather than treating it like 


_ a mid-week practice session. 


“Marty Smith seems really edgy on the race 
track. Tommy Croft is inconsistent...hot one week 
and cold the next. That and the fact they're always 
testing. 

"Plus the new Yamahas are 100 percent better. 
They handle and they really work well." 


Motocross is a sport more biased toward human ` 


performance than machine when it comes to ob- 
taining results, but in the big league Nationals any

slight mechanical advantage, no matter how small, 
can have a huge physical advantage when it comes 
to reaching the finish line. 

Rick had the “unbeatable” OW39 works Yamaha 
which Heikki Mikkola was winning his second 500cc 
World Championship with in Europe. The works 
RC450 Hondas were probably just as good as the 
Yamahas, as proven by Brad Lackey's performan- 
ces against Mikkola, but Brad's American team- 
mates may never have taken the time or the trouble 
to work with their tuners in dialing-in their bikes to 

` their own riding styles. Every week Smith and Croft 
were seen riding with a different brand of rear 
shock, while Marty even went to the extent of 
having his frame reworked for the third race of the 
series at St. Louis. Testing at the race is not condu- 
cive to winning championships. 

Where Smith and Croft were making the wrong 
moves, Rick Burgett had learned to make the right 
moves. Championships are partially won in the pits. 

"I've been learning more about suspensions and 
dialing-in the bike to suit me. Bill West, my 
mechanic, knows a lot about the bike as well and 
how to set it up. 

"Winning has clued me in to some of its own in- 
centives for doing well. Besides the additional 
bonuses from Yamaha and the purse money, there's 
also all the contingency money. Like $400 a race if I 
win with a Preston Petty front fender. The con- 
tingencies alone can add up to more than the purse 
money, something I never realized before." 

Now don't go thinking that Rick Burgett had his 
first 500cc National Championship handed to him 
on a silver plate. Sure the competition isn’t as fierce 
this year with the separation of classes and all the 
problems the teams like Honda and Suzuki have 
been having. There were those times in a moto 
when one of the other riders did get it all together 
and Rick still blew their number panels off. You 
only had to be there to see him styling his way off a 

4 jump or through a high speed turn, as one with the 
bike, to realize he’s a changed rider worthy of the 
Championship. Those days of running back in the 
pack or crashing his brains out trying to keep up 
with the leaders are gone. р 

"When I first raced local races I was well known. 1 
felt relaxed and could go fast. My first year with 
Yamaha I wasn't secure against the competition 
and rode over my head. Now I'm more relaxed on 
the circuit. Funny, I get nervous at local races in- 
stead now. 


“This last month or two I've been having dreams 


about racing and bikes for the first time ever. That 
has to mean something. If I’m not winning the race 
in my dreams I'll wake right up. I guess I can't ac- 
cept the thought of losing any more." .

Bast takes Cal 
State title

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, SEPT. 27 
With the running of the California 
State Championship, the lights 
went out on the 1978 Speedway 
season at San Bernardino... 
literally. About 8:20, the main power 
line to the track went up in smoke and 
the track went dark. It was a full hour 
before the Edison Company got the 
power back on, but the wait was well 
worth it. 

The 10th run for the title looked like 
Mike Bast would be dethroned by Bob 
Schwartz or Dennis Sigalos. Bast had 
lost to Ron Preston in the first round 
but as it turned out, it would be the 
only high point Bast lost all night. In 
that same race, Sigalos ran third 
earning just one point. Dennis won his 
next four races for a total of 13 points. 

Bob Schwartz also totaled 13 points, 

with two second place finishes and 
three wins. He lost one point each to 
Bast and Sigalos. 
* Schwartz and Sigalos had a four lap 
run-off. Schwartz gave it his all, but 
just could not make up the few inches 
that gave the number two spot to 
Sigalos. 

Fourth overall was earned by Gene 
Woods, with a total of 11 points. A 
three-way tie for fifth ocurred between 
Dave Sims, Tom Morley and Ron 
Preston, each coming up with 10 
points. A disappointing eighth place 
finish was registered by the guy who 
most say will put Bast away at the 
U.S. National, Alan Christian. But 
Christian has only had three main 
event wins in as many years at San 
Bernardino; two Scratch and one 
Handicap Main, and all three in the 
past two months.

He did 
not make it into the U.S. National 
Championship, but with two evénts 
still to come on the halfmile at Ascot, 
he very well may add to his list of 
victories.

So there you are — you've just dropped some 
$1300 on what all the moto-monthlies and 
Cycle News have told you is one of the best 
bikes in motocross. And it is. The latest Suzuki 


RM 125C is still as fantastic as 
the B and A models which came 
before it. In stock form it’s the 
fastest one-eighth liter in the 


ankle-biter class, and only the 
production Yamaha YZ 125E can 
match it for handling. 


' But now you run across this test of 
Marty Moates' National bike in Cycle 
News. An RM 125C modified to the 
outer limits by Laurens Offner of 
LOP. You expect I'm going to tell you 
how bitchin' Marty's bike is, and how 
much of a stone the stocker is in 
comparison. And how, for an extra 
thousand dollars or so, you can turn 
your turkey into a real National 
caliber fire-breather like the LOP 
Suzuki. 

Well, yes and no. You're right to a 
degree, but to how-much of a degree 
depends upon a lot of things: How 
good a rider you are, the competition 
you are up against at your local tracks, 
how often you like to work on your 
bike, and certainly what you can 
afford. 


Suzuki, like any other manu- 


facturer, builds the best bike they 
can to sell at the most reasonable price 
for the, majority of racers. Any bike 
can be improved with better quality 
up-to-date, and obviously more ex- 
pensive, components. 5 
What you have to decide for 
yourself is what do you really need to 
bike? If the 
competition at your local tracks has 
equipment no better than your own 
stock RM Suzuki, then perhaps you 


can win on ability alone. Then again, 
if you are up against equal or better 
riders than yourself on modified bikes, 
it might be time to do something 
about it. 

One word of advice though, before 
going any further. Be sure that your 
riding ability is good enough to take 
advantage of any modifications you 
make to your bike. Otherwise, you'll 
be wasting your money. If you can't 
ride your stocker to its potential, what 
makes you think you can do better on 
a works bike? 


And in effect, the identical LOP 
team Suzuki RMs ridden by Marty 
Moates and Mark Gregson to the top 
non-factory placing by Suzuki riders in 
the AMA/Mr. PiBB 125cc Nationals 
are as close to RA works bikes as you 
can get. Handling and performance of 
the LOP bikes seemed to be as good as 
the factory Suzukis. 

It's in the handling department 


where any modifications to a stocker 


should first begin. Here improvements 
can be felt and be taken advantage of 
by any rider, showing up on improved 
lap times more impressively than any 
engine modifications ever would. A 
bike that's easier to ride is easier to 
ride faster, and longer. 

LOP relies upon some proven 
components in the suspension 
department along with some ingenuity 
of their own. Front forks are the best 
presently available. Simons air/spring 
units with 12.2 inches of travel 
actually out-perform the best Kayaba 
and Showa factory legs for travel and

rut-soaking damping action. The 
worst whoops won't flex these babies. 

Lauriens did a lot of experimenting 
with the fine tuning of these extra long 
damper rod models which increase 
travel some three inches over the stock 
RM 125C. Air pressure is set at 18 psi 
with the oil fill five inches from the top 
of the tubes for an extra progressive 
feel. The oil is 7.5 weight, which is 
actually a 50/50 mix of Bel-Ray LT- 
100 and LT-200. 

Rear suspension uses Fox AirShox, 
still the best shock absorber unit in 
motocross, used in conjunction with 
the strange looking LOP aluminum 
swingarm. Built to specifications by 
Rich Thorwaldson, the ГОР 
swingarm has a rdically bent trailing 
arm so the shocks can be located in a 
position closer to perpendicular. A 
long shock like the 17.5 inch Fox 
AirShox is still required, but lower air 
pressures than a more laydown 
geometry can be used. Marty favors 
130/80 psi in the two AirShox 
chambers. 

Despite the LOP Suzuki's strange- 
looking long and spindley legs, the 
bike's strong point is handling. I rode 
it on the rough sand course of Florida's 
Sunshine Motocross Speedway, site of 
the final 125cc and 500cc National 
events of the year. Despite a day of 
wide-open National racing which 
turned the track upside down,-I could 
vault my way over or crash my way 
into the worst sand whoops without 
getting out of shape and bailing. Now 
I know why I hate to go back and ride 
stockers! This thing handles, and the 
12.2 inches of travel at the rear to 
match the front never felt tall and 
awkward. 

One advantage of having so much 
suspension travel is that you can set the 
suspension up soft on initial travel, 
actually lowering the ride height two 
or three inches from topout, putting 
you back down closer to the ground 


than a shorter nine-inch travel 
suspension set up with less ride height. 
The other advantages of longer 
suspension, of course, include more 
travel on the softer settings to soak up 
the small shudder bumps, with lots of 
long travel still left for those 
humongous mothers that used to pitch 
you over the bars. 

Before leaving the subject. of 
suspensions, I want to point out that I 
still believe progressive spring rates are 
important for motocross, soft initial 
travel followed by progressively stiffer 
springing as the suspension nears 
bottoming out. Nearly everyone now 
uses progressive springing with the 
common air/spring front forks. At the 
rear, though, shocks with conventional 
straight wound steel springs, even dual 
rate springs, can’t handle the job 
effectively. Particularly in the now 
common laydown suspensions where 
spring rate has to be sacrificed for stiff 
rates in mid-travel to prevent excessive 
bottoming out at full travel. A 
progressive spring rate for a shock is 
twice as important as for a front fork, 
and the Fox AirShox with its dual 
progressive air rates has to be the best 
available. 

Numerous parts have been changed 
on Marty's bike, some not so easily 
available, but most can be ordered 
from LOP or your dealer. 

The 250/370cc Suzuki optional 

magnesium rear hub used is no longer 
available. An aluminum steering 
stem, manufactured Pro-Fab, helps to 
reduce weight over the Simons unit. 
Marty picked up a set of Renthal 
handlebars when he was over in 
England a couple of months back to 
race the Knobby Shop's 450cc Honda 
thumper, and he swears they're 
unbendable. 
. Goodies you can get include Preston 
Petty front fender, LOP Pro side 
panels, fork boots, and heavy 520 
chain kits, and LOP air filter. 


Laurens uses DID rims on Marty's 
bike for their added strength, and 
claims the stock RM spokes to be up to 
the task of holding the wheels together 
under the pounding of National 
competition. As far as tires, Marty 
likes a Metzeler up front and a Dunlop 
at the rear, though his choice is 
certainly based on the contingencies 
available from both brands at 
National races. 

A fairly expensive trick includes the 
use of as many titanium bolts and 
fitting as possible to add strength and 
reduce weight. So, despite the longer 
suspension, bike weight remains low at 
192 Ib. dry and 198 Ib. ready to race. 
The LOP swingarm keeps the bike's 
wheelbase at the stock 55-inch length. 

One easy modification you can 
make if you needed it is install foot 
pegs from an older model RM onto 
your C model. The part number is 
41102 and this peg is stronger and 
taller than the present pegs. 

Now for the part you've all been 
waiting for, engine modifications. 
Naturally, LOP markets a complete 
engine kit similar to the one on Marty's 
bike. Included are a radial head, pre- 
jetted 36mm Mikuni, porting work on 
your cylinder, phenolic reed petals, 
Moto-Tek ignition which allows higher 
rpm and an LOP II Stage airfilter. 

The modifications work. Riding 
Marty’s bike proved it to be a 
rocketship, as fast as a works RA 
Suzuki, if not faster. The rpm range of 
the engine is raised considerably, but 
at a sacrifice of nearly no power below 
6,000 rpm. Proper shifting becomes 
very important to keep the powerband 
working. Clutch work is also 
important because even on upshifts 
the next higher gear sometimes felt it 
wasn’t close enough to engage the 
powerband again. What it all comes 
down to is the fact this is an “Expert- 
only” engine kit. Not only do you need 
the skill to use it, but you need a fast 
wide-open track to let it run. On slow 





or rough courses you're better off with 
the stock engine. This was pointed out 
by Laurens in the fact that LOP offers 
no trick exhaust pipe for the RM. 

"The stock pipe is tuned best to 
work with the rear transfer ports in the 
cylinder. No other pipe design will 
work as well throughout the rpm 
range. Suzuki did a lot of work to get 
this pipe right, and we can't improve 
upon it. By changing the transfers we 
can construct an exhaust system that 
works better at low rpm or at high 
rpm, but not as well throughout the 
rev range as the stock Suzuki pipe," he 
stated. 

For most riders, I'd think the major 
modification to the engine would 
include a larger 34 or 36mm Mikuni 
(proven to increase mid-range torque 
and smooth out the powerband) and 
the Moto-Tek ignition (extends the 
top-end range of the powerband and 
allows the engine to run cooler). 
Modification beyond these will have 
you wearing yourself out trying to ride 
the bike, as well as changing pistons, 
rings, and other parts faster than the 
stock Suzuki engine already has you 
doing. 

Wrapping things up, Martys LOP 
modified Suzuki is a fantastic bike. 
Handling is exceptional — presently at 
the limit of the art. Power is just as 
fantastic and highly competitive for 
National Championship racing, but at 
a sacrifice to ‘tractability and 
reliability. Unless you have the skill of 
Маму Moates and need the 
advantage, stick to engine 
modifications that make your stocker 
only a little faster with increased 
tractability.

VALENCIA, CA, OCT. 1 

For the first time in the history 
of Indian Dunes Motorcycle 
Park, the front gates were closed 
to recreational open riding so 
the California Racing Club could 
present the first annual Dunestown 
grand Prix. A 10-mile course was 
stretched throughout the park, 
utilizing two water crossings, 
numerous sandwash sections, two 
motocross tracks, and part of a TT 
scrambles track, an active air strip and 
the movie set from the TV series “Baa 
Baa Black Sheep” for the 1200 
assembled competitors. And in the 
middle of all this, there were film 
crews and a helicopter out filming 
scenes for the upcoming movie “Do It 
In The Dirt.” 


Pros 

Along with all of the festivities that 
made the first running of the event a 
big success, $1000 was put in to draw 
the professionals. Taking top shares of 
money were Al Baker R&D's Johnny 
O'Mara in the 125cc Pro race, Suzuki 
West's Gary Denton in the 250cc Pros 
and Dave Haugh in the Open action. 

At 10 a.m., the 100, 125 and 175cc 


Intermediates, Experts and Pros were 
cut loose, with O'Mara taking 
command by the end of the start 
sandwash straight. DG's "Wild Willy" 
Simons pulled Suzuki West's Gary 
Denton into the turns at the end of the 
straight, but as they progressed, their 
battle carried both riders off the track. 
Simons was the first to get going in the 
right direction, but Denton got right 
in behind, only to seize early. 

When O'Mara came up to the 
International Track for the 
completion of lap one, over 20 seconds 
separated him from Simons, who led 
Evan Marcus, Roger Hensly, A.J. 
Whiting, and Chris Heisser. Hensley 
and Heisser slipped around Marcus on 
the second lap, while DMG's Pat 
“Hotdog” Hubbs entered the top 10 
from his first-lap 15th slot. 

The third lap brought out the white 
flag as O'Mara and Simons were 
closing up at an average of over 60 
mph throughout one lap. Heisser, 
Whiting and Marcus were the 
followers distantly trailing the leaders' 
dust, with Faber, Childress and Hubbs 
trying to move up. The checkered 
came out nearly 10 minutes later and 
O'Mara had the win. The top 10 order 
was O'Mara, Simons, Heisser, Marcus, 
Whiting, Faber, Tom Kelly, Joe Price, 
Bob Ramsey and Rick Johnson. Hubbs 
sheered a countershaft sprocket and 
dropped to 11th. 

At 2 p.m. it was time for the big 
race of the day, the 250cc and Open 
Intermediates, Experts and Pros. 

As they shot down the start straight, 
Canoga Park Suzuki's Dave Haugh 
had «the lead and. was pulling away 
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In search of Maj. G 


from Bob Kline, Kenny Zahrt, Gary 
Denton and Donnie Hansen. Haugh 
muscled his Open Maico in front of 
the 250cc mounts behind, and by the 
second lap seemed in control when 
Can-Am's Zahrt, riding with a brace 
on his wrist, dropped out and Kline, 
Denton, Hansen and Mike Shoemaker 
filed in behind. 

By the third lap the battle for the 
lead became more evident as Denton 
pulled into second and closed on 
Haugh. Kline, Hansen and Shoemaker 
closed up on their own battle for third, 
and the story was told on the last 10 
mile lap of the race. As Haugh and 
Denton started lapping slower riders, 
Denton took a fast, rocky outside line 
while Dave stuck it to the inside of the 
wash. The Suzuki West RM flew by 
the Canoga Park Maico, as Haugh was 
taken out by a swapping lapped rider. 
When Denton came around the last 
few turns, he had a comfortable lead 
over Kline for the 250cc Pro victory, 
while Haugh managed to pick it up 
and finish third, first Open Pro. 
Taking the rest of the top five positions 
in the 250cc Pros were Donnie Hansen, 
Mike Brown and Mike Shoemaker, 
while second Open Pro went to Will 
Harper at seventh overall. Mark 
White, Eddie Cole and Troy Hollis 
followed Harper in, all on Open bikes. 


Sportsmen 

At 8:00 the Minis set sail on the 
mini-mile course with Pat McConnell 
(Yam) pulling the holeshot over T.D. 
Swets (Suz). McConnell and Swets led 
the first loop, but Chris Scott was 
running fast, and by the completion of 
the second lap was out front with Swets 
and McConnell trailing. At the finish 
it was Scott over McConnell with Chris 
Gables (80 Yam) third. 

Jeff Spence (Suz) led the 100-200cc 
Novices off the line with Greg Winters 
(Suz) and John Manos (Yam) in close 
pursuit. Jerry Black (Yam) and Harold 


" Boyington at Indian Dunes. 
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Smith (Yam) roamed within striking 
distance, and by lap two Manos flew 
past Winter and Black was closing in 
with Mark Gray (Yam). Spence pulled 
off the win, but the fighting was for 
second with Black coming out on top. 
Manos was in for third as Winters and 
Gray followed. 


In the Vets class Ron Miller (400 
Yam) jumped into an early lead with 
local hotshoe Jim O'Neil and Ken 
Patzlott (Mai) running strong, and just 
after the end of the first go round 
O'Neil got by Miller, and never 
relinquished the lead. Patzloff had 
problems on the third lap, allowing 
Bill Saltzman and Don Moore to slip 
past.

Wolziak and Cliff Stroud ran 1-2 most 
of the race until Mike Cappello struck 
with a last-minute flurry and captured 
second.

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Eddy does it again 
at D-37 HBMC -

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, SEPT. 17 
Yamaha-mounted Max Eddy 
fought off an early challenge by 
Amateur Lee Scheffers to win 
the Huntington Beach M.C. 
AMA D-37 hare and hound. Scheffers 
finished second. 

Tragedy struck the day before when 
J.T. Wagner of the Cactus Cats died 
while practicing the bomb run. But 
this was a fresh new day and the 
"show" had to go on. 

The entry was just under 300. 
Huntington Beach M.C. had had 
numerous problems the previous year 
with the markings on their course, 
causing many riders to be very 
unhappy. So, this fact, along with the 
fact that several top riders were 
competing in the Olympiad, the 
attendance was down. 

This year, however, much thought 
had been given to the course. The first 
loop was laid out as a real “rider’s” 
course with numerous challenging 
areas instead of the usual “fast and 
easy” first loop normally laid out to 
accommodate the Beginners and Trail 
Novices who rode one loop only. 

The second loop was relatively fast 
and fun with a few rough spots thrown 
in to keep the rider on his toes. 

The race was scheduled for a 9 a.m. 
start. But shortly before the banner 
was to go up word came down the line 
that there would be a 30-minute delay. 
Finally it was time. The day-glows on 
the banner truck came down and the 
banner went up. With the wind 
blowing as hard as it was, the banner 
dipped several times before it actually 
dropped for the start. 

At the bomb it was Eddy in the lead 
by about 75 yards. Closing in on the 
trail next were Scheffers and Dennis 
Greene followed closely by Brad 
Henson and Marc Cartwright.

Sanctioned by the American Trials 
Association, the event was held at 
Racing World with watermelon for 
everyone afterwards. Rider Jim 
Hodges won the new photo drawing, 
now offered during the early morning 
rider's meeting at each ATA- 
sanctioned trials event. by “Photo- 
wheely.” Winners are entitled to an 
8x10 black and white photograph of 
themselves in action during the trial. 

Andre Plouffe (Bul) was the hottest 
rider of the day with his 48-point win 
in the Expert class. The three-way tie 
for second place between Mark 
Webster, Duane Feland, and Matt 
Pritchard, all three on Bul 350 
machines, was decided by cleans, with 
second through fourth in the 
aforementioned order. 

The Watermelon loop (ridden three 
times) of 13 dusty sections was tough in 
spots. The Experts were given no 
mercy! Right off the bat, section one 
was a real challenge requiring the 
rider to enter straight up a group of 
large boulders, make a 90? right turn 
on more boulders, then through a 
rocky ravine and out the exit. 

Section two offered shady relief 
from the hot sun but it was a pistol to 
ride for all classes. Kids, Beginners, 
and Senior B's entered this section over 
a log followed by a 180? turn in loose 
sand among some tree branches. The 
exit involved a big limb which caught 
some riders for five points. This same 
section gave the Amateurs and Experts 
some headaches as well. These riders 
entered over a large log and 
immediately turned 90? between two 
trees while ducking heads under the 
branches. Next, they maneuvered up a 
slight grade while taking a 90? turn to 
the left only to find that they had to 
get past a large tree limb with real 
spring in it before hitting some lóose 
sand on their way to the exit. Novice

Yamaha. Going into the second turn, 
Mayfield's Maico went by in such a 
blur that Clark pulled his foot off the 
peg and swerved, letting Foltz, 
another Maico man, past also. 
Mayfield and Foltz pulled such a lead 
on the pack that when Foltz's shifter 
fell off his bike three-quarters through 
the moto, he was still able to finish an 
easy second behind Mayfield. 

For the second moto, Foltz got his 
gears together and ran a non-stop run 
to. the checkered flag, taking first 
overall. Mayfield had it a little 
rougher. Starting fourth he had to 
work his way around Yamaha- 
mounted Ty Richey and John Clark.

REATA PASS, AZ, SEPT. 10 
Central Arizona Trials Expert 
Tom Foy showed why he is num- 
ber one by winning the season 
opener and besting his nearest 
competitor, Steve Bigler, by 20 points. 
Tom said, “The only trap that gave 
me any trouble was number nine.” 
This was a killer for all riders as it went 
straight up and over a huge boulder 
the size of a house, down into a ravine 
and right, turning up a hill of soft dirt 
that would defy a mountain goat. 
Trap number seven was almost as 
difficult, snaking up a 70 or 75? hill 
of loose rocks and dirt, in and around 
boulders and cactus, with an almost 
vertical rise at the top. 

john Ruggles, usually riding non- 
trophy, showed number one Amateur 
rider Dan Williams how to do it. 
Getting around the combination 
Expert-Amateur traps, John Ruggles 
ended up with only 67 points, with 
Dan Williams coming in second with 
79 points. 

Ace of the Novice class, Dave Finley 
won with 42 points, which put him 
into the Amateur class for the next 
Trials. But he couldn't wait, so he 
rode Amateur in the afternoon and 
finished sixth. 

All the riders were of equal opinion; 
all the traps were very challenging. 
Reta Pass is one of the favorite areas 
for the C.A.T. members. Trap 
number 10 was a sure stopper for the 


spectators, going up and over a granite 
boulder approximately 20 feet high 
and 30 feet in diameter. Part of the 
trap required riding alongside of the 
boulder on about a 45° angle for 
about 15 feet, then turning off camber 
to the right up and over to the gate. 
Number four was also a goodie with a 
line going through narrow passage 
ways then left turn and up and over a 
boulder the height of the cycles 
standing on end. 


Pretty Patty Giemsoe, Semi-Novice, 
with only 43 points lost, came close to 
ousting Kerry Dare with 41 points for 
first place. Tom Roydon came in third 
with 45. 


The largest class, which included a 
number of new riders, was the 
Beginners. George Naidl showed them 
how it is done by turning in only seven 
dabs. Norman Whinnery and John 
Jackson both had 20 points and eight 
cleans and had to go to the ones to find 
out that Norman came out best man.

Davis, Marshall top 
Trask Grindstone 
One-Day Trial

TRASK MOUNTAIN, OR, SEPT. 24 
Trask Mountain boys, being the 
masochits they are, and not con- 
tent with putting on probably 
the best two day reliability trial 
in the country, decided what the 
Northwest needed was another grind 
mixed with stone. But this time, it was 
a one day event, the Grindstone One- 
Day Reliability Trial. 

Well, the month of September in 
Oregon is not particularly well known 
for its good weather. It took plenty of 
courage to lay out the course that was 
ridden. Methinks Course Marshall Mr. 
Dennis Bershaw has a direct line to the 
main man upstairs. Bershaw was 
oozing with confidence the day before 
the event and at the impound area on 
Sunday said that all was well up on 
top. 

Eighty-five bikes were in the 
impound area Sunday morning. 
Shannon Poe, on a IT175, and John 
Rothlisberger, 250 Honvarna, were 
first out at 9:00 sharp. What mist and 
fog there was hanging around base 
camp was left far behind as the first 
section carried you up fast fireroads to 
the higher elevations, 3,000 feet and 
more. The run consisted of 125 miles 
of road and trails. It was run in two 
loops for the total, and the special tests 
were run twice. 

Mostly fireroads were used upon 
leaving the start. Most riders 
welcomed this in the morning as it 


gave them a chance to warm up and 
get used to their bike. Whiteface trail 
was thrown in also in this section. By 
the time this area was run the second 
time it got a little boring, but before 
long you were into the special test 
area. Fast Eddie Davis (Hus) said the 
special test was probably the best he'd 
ever ridden. 

Comments were such as there were 
no rocks coming at you, no big trees 
close to the course to run into, and you 
could flat get it on. Even though this 
was the case for people like Fast Eddie, 
Charlie Marshall and Eddie Diaz 
(Yam), there were still riders who missed 
turns, sunk into the deep ruts and just 
plain lost time through the section. 

By the time the riders made it 
through the special test and some 
more trail, they pulled into check two 
and the gas stop. At the stop Davis said 
that he felt he was still on gold, but 
that he had dropped it in the special 
test and was about 11 seconds off the 
pace. As it turned out he needn't have 
worried as he and Marshall had 
identical times through the section. 

Once leaving check two things 
became more interesting. The course 
left the tree area and wound up to the 
old burned-out high elevation area. 
There was a hill about 100 feet up that 
separated. the shoes from the slippers. 
Loose, flat rocks, vee ruts and stalled 
traffic was the scene presented to the 
bigger bores coming up, and Davis 
said he was lucky as he grabbed a 
handfull and rode the edge around 
four stalled riders to fall back into the 
groove just in front of the first rider to 
continue on up the hill and zero the 
next check. Many riders came into 
check three five to 10 minutes late 
because of that hill. 

Leaving the check worked you back 
down to Hollywood camp and was 





comprised of half road and half trail. 
Then it was back down to the next gas 
stop, check and start all over again. 

Most of the riders who made it this 
far finished. Most riders agreed that it 
was a fun ride, with not so many tough 
areas that it became pure work and 
not so many easy areas that it became 
boring. The ride was organized and 
well planned. There was some soft 
muttering about the light test at the 
end, but that was known up front and 
grips were not called for. It’s just 
tough to ride the whole thing and lose 
10 to 20 points for an unlit head or 
taillight. 

The second loop was easier for most. 
The traffic had been cut in half and 
there just were not as many people in 
the way in the tough sections. 

Eighty-eight started, forty two 
finished the course. Randy Paulich 
(KTM), riding a brand new Open 
bike, lost a rear fender, consequently 
his taillight and still picked up a gold. 
His teammate Dale Warmuth (WIZ) 
came in on time, but his lights would 
not work and he took a silver. Ron 
Clizbe (Hus) rode a brilliant ride to 
earn a gold. He was also next to fast 
time in the special test. Chris Carter 
(Yam) earned a gold medal and was 
close to the fast times set by Davis and 
Marshall.

PLYMOUTH, CA, SEPT. 17 
Chappy Blose, Jim Zack and 
Dick Buttner will take their 
respective class championships 
with them to the National 
Amateur Championship on October 8 
at Road Atlanta, Georgia. Blose won 
the 125cc Expert class, Zack the 250ccs 
and Buttner the Open class of the 
Can-Am AMA Western Regional 
Final. 

The 125cc Experts attacked the 
rough Plymouth track first and three 
riders, Blose, Dana Waxham and 
Brad Harrison, clearly wanted.to win 
Sunday. Harrison had inherited the 
point lead after former leader David 
Coupe of Yuba City suffered a broken 
leg the week before in a local race. 
Waxham holeshot the moto, but was 
passed by Blose before the first lap was 
completed. Within four laps Chappy 
had pulled out a 35-second lead over 
Waxham, who maintained second to 
the finish. Harrison worked his way up 
from an eighth place start to finish 
third. 

The second moto was a carbon copy 
of the first, with Blose garnering 50 
points for his trip up from Phoenix. 
Waxham received 44 points and 
Harrison 40. 

In the 250cc Expert run it was Jim 
Zack's consistency that те off, along 
with Don Wilson's bad luck. Wilson 
launched his Honda out of the hole to 
lead the first moto to the end. Zack 
finished fourth after getting off once. 
George McNamara put his Can-Am 
third. 

Before the second moto, Wilson was: 
pumped, until he looked at his front 











wheel. Something had flattened it. As 
the two-minute clock ran, he got it 
pumped up and rocketed out with 
another holeshot and the lead. Zack 
was right behind him, knowing that 
Wilson's front wheel was flat. Wilson 
led for three laps before the front end 
threatened to pitch him over the bars. 
In the interest of survival, he cruised 
on to finish seventh, while Zack 
wheelied away with the lead and the 
moto win, which earned him the 
overall victory. McNamara finished 
third overall, but fourth in the moto as 
he couldn't punch a hole in Darryl 
Zumstein's lines. 


Dick Buttner came over from 
Carson City, Nevada to prove that 
desert racers can turn as well as go 
straight, and he did it in impressive 
fashion, scoring twin moto victories for 
the Open Expert overall. Buttner went 
so fast in the second moto that by the 
end he was lapping the seventh place 
rider! 


Second place finisher Eric McKenna 
can be proud of his ride also. 
Plymouth Raceway has never been 
known as a comeback track, being the 
home of the famous Hangtown 
National that gets rougher than the 
surface of the moon. McKenna came 
back from a 12th place start in the 
second moto for second, which he also 
took in the first. Third overall was 
Mark Hilton, who motored his 
Husqvarna 390 to fifth in the first 
moto and third in the second.

George Paton (Suz), riding Open, 
had some problems to drop a little off 
his near perfect pace. Paton managed 
a third at the end of the enduro. 

Joe Klokkenvold (Yam) had been on 
a time up to check three, but when he 
went through the snow at the higher 
elevations, the visability problem 
worsened and he had to slow a bit. 
Even then he managed to finish second 
im the 200cc class with a 32-minute 
penalty. Jerry Asquith (Yam) finished 
third with a 38-minute penalty. By the 
time the last riders made it back to 
base camp it was darkening 
considerably. 

Dean Ziegle was the Open class 
winner with Gary Lande picking up 
second. John Wilkey took the 200cc 
class win with a penalty of 18 minutes. 
Most of the riders enjoyed the ride and 
even understood the problem at the 
beginning. Enduro ‘riding is Oregon 
ain’t easy!

The 250cc Pro division had three 
different riders competing heavily for 
first in the first moto. Paul Turner 
(Hon), Danny Dennis (Hon) and Mike 
Marquez (Yam) each led for a while, 
but when Turner got the lead in the 
last three laps he held fast and took 
first. Marquez was close behind for 
second, but when Danny Dennis had 
to drop out in the final lap, Russ 
Cracknell (Hon) picked up third. 

Dennis, sponsored by Hillside 
Honda of Nice, made up for it by 
leading the pack for all but the first 
lap in the second moto followed by 
Marquez and Cracknell, who won first 
and second overall respectively. 

Tad Gumbmann (Hus) was the 
winner of the first Open Pro moto 
after he passed Mike Yochum (Mai) in 
the last five minutes. Yochum took 
second with Dean Wiggins (Mai) in 
third. 

Gumbmann had lots of problems in 
the second moto.

Copier crushes

hotter! Steve Liedberg (Suz) 
blasted through the Mini Expert 
tornado, but Johnson dropped the 
curtain and took the lead on the 
second lap. He left Liedberg in a cloud 
of dust and headed for the checks. 
Brent Smith (Yam) tried for second, 
but Liedberg out-maneuvered him 
and held to the wire. Smith jammed 
around crasher corner and swept the 
top position the second time, but 
Johnson fought his way up through the 
pack, attained second and set his 
sights on the lead. They flew over the 
Plaza Cycle jump and Johnson took a 
short-cut, snatched the front slot and 
sprinted off for the flag. Smith and 
Liedberg followed and both attacked 
with heavy artillery. Smith gained the 
top spot and kept it warm until the last 
lap, then Johnson slipped in with 
another corhercut and zapped the 
checks while Smith diced with Liedberg 
and captured second, „and Liedberg 
zonked third. 

The 125cc Pros headed down the 
straight at a furious pace and Stan 
Wynof (Suz) led the charge. Wynof 
strung out a good lead while the rest of 


the bunch messed around in a game of 
dicing. Troy Cox and Gary Neff drew 
second and third place spots until 
Eldon Copier (Suz) got it together, 
passed them and headed towards 
Wynof. Wynof rode to the hilt to 
maintain his position, but Copier was 
gaining the yards. A corner popped up 
and Copier took the inside line to grab 
the lead. Wynof held on with the 
intentions of performing the same 
stunt in the next corner, but he got out 
of shape over a jump and planted his 
head in a berm. Wynof uprooted 
himself, jumped on his mount and 
zipped in with second. Bryan Haslam 
(Yam) diced Neff out of it and filled 
the third position. 

Wynof snagged the holeshot in the 
final heat and out-maneuvered Copier 
‘til the checkers flew. Copier stayed 
hot on his buns and chewed up second 
place and Haslam shot through with 
third. 

Togetherness is the high-zoot thing 
on some occasions, but when it occurs 
in a 250cc Pro race, it tends to create a 
little tension. Jim East (Hon) and 
Eldon Copier (Suz) both occupied the 
lead spot as they romped. bar-to-bar 
down the straight and kept a close 
association for half a lap. Copier 
finally whizzed ahead and then Bart 
Mounteer (Hon) shot in to finish off 
East. Mounteer then went for the lead 
and got it when Copier lost power in a 
corner. Mounteer took the checks 


` with first, Copier held second and East 


thumped third. 

Kelly Smith (Hon) picked the hot 
line when the second moto started and 
grabbed the lead while Copier chewed 
holes in his fender. Mounteer crushed 
his chances when he looped it on the 
straight. East worked his way up to 
join the party and the three scuffled 
with some tight dicing. Copier 
captured Smith with an ariel attack 
and held on to the lead, in spite of 
constant harrassment from Smith and 
East. Copier flashed through for the 
win, East garnered second and Smith 
blasted third. 


Shane Burrows (Yam) threaded his 
way to the lead when the Open Pros 
left the nest, but Danny Wood (Yam) 
stifled his elation. Wood chomped the 
top spot and held it for fivé laps, then 
slid out, leaving Burrows with the 
advantage. They were both unaware 
that Mike Lambourne (Yam) had his 
sights set on the front and his sneaky 
attack crushed both of them. 
Lambourne gobbled first, Burrows 
held second and Wood made it to 
third. Lambourne didn’t waste time 
messin’ around in the final moto. He 
just gassed it and shot the checks.

Taylors tromp Texan 
Night MX

Ronnie Taylor piloted his CR 250 
Honda to a pair of moto victories 
to win the combined Intermedi- 
ate and Expert motos at Austin 
Night Motocross. 


The previous week the night moto- 
cross was rained out, and this week, 
after six consecutive days of rain, 
many riders were scared away, 
thinking the track was unrideable.
